Paris ia tie city where the dressmak- 


ing trade flourishes a* it does in no 
other spot In the world.

158. There were besides 67 shops for 
the sale of ready-made feminine appar-

Georges Michel, the industry of manu- 
facturing the various articles of wom- 
an's dress is in the hands of 81,400 male 
and 143,648 female owners of shops ol- 
factories. These furnish employment 
to 700,801 persons, of whom over 500,- 
000 are women.

persons who make their living from in-

An AnMrallnii Entlmittest Has a Fine Col- 


lection of Venomous Reptiles. 


Mr. J. McGarvie Smith, an eminent 


bacteriologist of Sydney, Australia, is 
the proprietor of probably the greatest 
collection of snakes in the world, says 
the 
New York World. He is in 


the business partly for 
scientific 


purposes and partly for business. He 
advertised some time ago for 500 venom- 
ous reptiles, but one publisher refused 
to permit the advertisement until he 
had satisfied himself of the sanity of 
the scientist. 


The different species of venomous 


snakes in Australia, so far as known, 
number 42, and Mr. Smith 'has speci- 
mens of all of them. The poisVm ex- 
tracted f rata the reptiles is largely used 
in the Pasteur institute in Paris. 


Mr. Smith is an enthusiast on the 


subject of snakes, and regards them as 
the most wonderful of living creatures. 
He has in his collection serpents that 
have gone nearly a year without food 
and are still fat. He has injected some 
of their own poison into them without 
the slightest ill-effects to them. As a 
result of his investigations he has estab- 
lished the fact that a non-poisonous 
snake is not affected in any way by the 
poison of the venomous species. 


"Why," said Smith, "it does not kill 


one of its own species while it is so fatal 
to other creatures is one of the myste- 
ries of the Almighty which we cannot 
unravel." 


WHISKERS FROM THE SEA. 


•onuthlnc Concerning tke Formation o* 


• Carton* Marine Growth. 


There is a marvelous marine growth 


caiied sertularia which has the appear- 
ance of a delicate bush, although its 
slender stalks or fibers are built up by 
thousands of minute animals, some- 
thing1 as the coral polyp builds up the 
coral. It is found, says the New York 
Sun, in clumps and bunches oc wreck- 
age and stones and elsewhere, anu 
sometimes it is torn loose in storms and 
driven ashore. 
The many thousands 


of tiny creatures which have built it 
up and inhabit it die, and the dead bush 
is called a skeleton. Its fibers shrink 
some now and they are even finer than 
they were. They may be a foot in 
length; sometimes nearly two feet. 
They are brown, some bunches being' 
dark and some of a lighter shade. 


As the children of the carpenter 


adorn themselves with shavings from 
their father's workbench, so do the 
children of the fishermen with the ser- 
tularia cast up from the sea. Its fibers 
are pretty nearly straight, so they can- 
not be made to serve as ringlets, as 
curly shavings do, but the girls take 
the longer, finer bunches, which are us- 
ually the lighter in shade, and make, of 
them long brown tresses. The boys 
make great mustaches of the sertu- 
laria, and flowing Dundreary whiskers 
und sober beards. In wandering along 
the shore one might come upon 
r,. stranded boat hauled high above the 
tide with her side stove in, perhaps, so 
that she would not float, but occupied 
by adreamiragyouth in sertularia beard 
and mustache, who imagined her a gal- 
lant ship and himself her bearded com- 
mander.

Popular Grotesque Posters. 


People wilio dine late at night in a 


certain uptown restaurant may have 
noticed a well-dressed, wild-eyed, hag- 
gard-faced, dyspeptic mail devouring 
night after night with apparent relish 
dishes which only the ultra brave have 
courage to eat more than once a month. 
That man is an artist, says the New 
York World, and eating indigestible 
food is a part of his business, for he 
is a maker of posters. Since the use

MICROBES ON STAMPS. 


RUINED BY A CONTRACT. 


An Iron Founder Undertakes Something 


Ontilde of HU Line. 


The founder of the Vendome column 


in Paris met with financial ruin in his 
contract. The French government, 
when it decided to erect the notable 
column, entered into a contract with an 
iron founder, says the 
Philadelphia 


Hecord. He knew nothing whatever of 
modeling- or casting1 in bronze. 
The 


government agreed to supply him with 
cannon captured from the Russians 
and Austrians during the campaign of 
1S05, in quantities sufficient to found 
the monument. The contractor, know- 
ing nothing1 of the phenomena which 
the fusion of bronze offers, foimd when 
two-thirds of the column was com- 
pleted that he had used up all his metal. 
Sufficient bronze had been given him to 
complete the monument, and he was 
responsible for the entire amount. 
Finding himself face to face with bank- 
ruptcy he melted up his scoriae and 
mixed the metal with cheap refuse 
which he purchased, and so completed 
the founding. The castings, however, 
were found to be so fxill of flaws that 
the work was stopped, and the founder 
ruined. The moldings of the different 
parts of the bas-relief were so badly 
executed that the chiselers who repaired 
the defects removed no less than 70 
tons of bronze. They received for their 
labor £ 12,000, to which was added the 
70 tons of bronze, which became their 
perquisites. The whole transaction was 
very, very French.

Having successfully disclosed the hy- 


gienic dangers adherent to the kiss, 
the telephone receiver and the towel, 
medical science has now turned its at- 
tention to the perils that heset the 
philatelist's art. According1 to Dr. 
L'nna. says the Science News, a patient 
was recently attacked by a peculiar 
parasitic growth in the beard. On mak- 
irg1 a rninute exnmination of some of 
the hairs, the doctor recognized thedis- 
euse as "piedra," which is chiefly met 
\vith in British Columbia. The doc- 
tor's friend had never been in Columbia, 
but he frequently received letters from 
correspondents there, and, being a col- 
lector of postage stamps, he was in the 
habit of removing them from the let- 
ters. In Dr. Unna's opinion the gum 
on the postage stamp is an excellent 
material for retaining any 
disease 


Cferms that it may receive from the ap- 
plication, of the tongTje, and in remov- 
ing stamps—even when moistening is 
done with the sponge—there is always 
a danger that the collector's fingers 
may receive and communicate the con- 
tamination. 


How the Telegraph Operator Tells Where 


the Kreak I> Located. 


Perhaps the greatest, of all mysteries, 


to the uninitiated, about telegraphy is 
the fact that when a wire is broken or 
damaged the operator, sitting in his 
oftice, can tell exactly where the acci- 
dent has occurred. 


The explanation, however, is very 


simple. It requires force to send elec- 
tricity through a wire, just as it does to 
pump water through a hose. The 
longer the wire is the greater is the 
force required. This force is meas- 
ured; but, instead of calling it pounds, 
as in the measuring the pressure in a 
boiler, electricians call the units of elec- 
trical force "ohins." 


Suppose a wire between two offices is 


150 miles long, and that, on a stormy 
night, it gets broken somewhere. The 
telegraphist knows that when the wire 
was sound it takes just 2,000 ohms to 
send a current through, or 14 ohms per 
mile. He now finds that he can send a 
current with only 700 ohms. He di- 
vides 700 by 14, and finds that the break 
in the wire is 50 miles from his end. 


When the wire is under the sea a cu- 


rious thing happens. The electricity 
decomposes the sea salt, and a new salt 
is formed on the broken ends of the 
wire; and until that is cleared away by 
what is called a zinc current, acting for 
ten or twelve hours, no measurement 
can be made.

The circle is composed of commercial 


travelers in the TSnited Slices and Can- 
ada, making it international in charac- 
ter. Its members, realizing tne need of 
definite and systematic work for the 
upbuilding and enlargmeiit of Christ's 
Kingdom among their fellow-travelers, 
Itave thus organized to aid in the work 
by the power of members, example, and 
right living and precept. 


While still few in numbers, the small 


proportion of traveling men who are at 
work, quietly and conscientiously, feel 
that they can better the spiritual condi- 
tion of their associates and stimulate 
Christian activity, and induce their fel- 
low-men to throw their influence for 
good with the circle.

The most violent climatic disturb- 


ances still prevail in the antipodes. A 
second heat nave sent the thermometer 
upward, the mercury climbing to a 
point never before reached. At Ade- 
laide the temperature reached the high- 
est point yet recorded, while at Mel- 
bourne deaths from heat, apoplexy and 
sunstroke have reached an alarming 
number. Numerous serious fires also 
took place, started by spontaneous 
combustion, and at ail the 
factories 


double guards have been placed to pre- 
vent combustion through heat generat- 
ing in closely-stored goods. In the 
country large ranges of bush have been 
set on tire and surrounding settlements 
are threatened. At Alexander, Water- 
loo and Wagga typhoid fever is raging, 
the mortality being great. The epi- 
demic is caused by impure water, owing 
to the wells beint' dried up. At Mel- 
bourne the typhoid epidemic has as- 
sumed alarming proportions, the fever 
wards in the hospitals are full, and 
large numbers are turned away. When 
the steamer sailed the rivers were all 
rising in Queensland. The damage to 
the crops is terrible and great destitu- 
tion will follow. At Adelaide a gale 
last-ing1 24 hours did much damage. 
Great suffering prevails at Townsville, 
Queensland, which was almost wiped 
out of existence by a hurricane.
